A Talk With Director Stephens, 
ln our search around town for items relative to 
the affairs of the Citizens’ bank, a representative 
of THE CONSTITUTION called on Mr. John Stephens, 
one of the directors of the bank, and after much 
cross questioning elicited the following, which 
we give in substance as receiycd: 


As to the Governeor’s Action. 

Mr. Clifford Anderson wishes the report that he 
represented the governor as aciing in opposition 
to his advice in the matter of the bank’s bond, 
contradicted in the fullest terms. He did not 
advise against the change in the securities, and 
did not file a protest or utter a verbal one. 

He advised the governor that the bank might 
substitute a personal bond for the $50,000 city 
bonds, after the bank had peid up in full its in- 
debtedness to the state, and opered a new 
account.

Ina few cases their opposition 
continued up to the hour of the pubiication 
of the circular, but after reading it over 
they came to the conclusion that it was the 
best possible course to be pursued. ln the 
early part of the day,and it is presumed

He did not know a state which 
had eny quarrel with another. These 
facts were a reproach to the United 
States senate to day, and a deadly reproach 
to those men who made it tbeir business to 
getup and undertake to create an excite. 
ment against the communities in the south 
which wére laboring to do’their duty. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan’s 
speech Mr. Brown took the floor. 
At the close of the war he had, he said, 
taken a position for absolute acquie*cence in 
the reconstruction megssures, and after the 
adoption of the fifteenth amendment he had 
favored a free bailot and afaircount. To 

day the democrats of Georgia stood fairly 
and squarely on that doctrine and practiced 
it. He proceeded to criticise the republican 
party ior injustice towards the colored 
race. There were seven cabi- 
net ministers, he said, and 
yet not one of them represented the race 
which composed one-tourth of the repub 
lican party. 
astonished if, when the democrats met in 
grand council sgain, they shou!d do right 
to the negru, as the republicans had failed 
todoso. That was his opinion; that was 
his advance line, and he was a democrat 
right on that line. He would not do it for 
party purposes. He would advocate it 
because it was right, Referring 
to the remarks made by _ several 
republican senators tbat they desired to 
break up the solid south, he asserted that 
it could never be broken by any attempt to 
republicanize. When the north was no 
longer solid, when ne more was heard 
about republicanizing the southera 
states, the south would cease to be 
solid. Let an  issne_ be resented 
such as tariff or currency and the south 
would divide as soon as the north would, 
and without regard to the color line. 

Mr Hoar replying to Mr. Brown’s speech 
said Mr. Brown on Sis election to the zen- 
ate had taken an advanced position. An 
advanced position on what; on the subject 
of obeying the constitution, which every 
public officer in the southern states had 
taken his oath to suppert? That was a 
commentary on the statement that there 
was a free vote in the south. 

Mr. Brown suggested that in Massachu- 
setts, the class of people in whose contro! it 
we eee to place Virginia, would not 
be allowed w vote. While the senators 
from Massachusetts lectured everybody else 
on the subject of suffrage and the right to 
vote, they did not practice it in their own 
State. 

A running and good humored discussion 
ensued between Messrs. Hoar and Brown, 
which was kept up until Mr. Brown, mis- 
understanding a statement made by Mr. 
Hoar and misquoting it, was excitedly 
interrogated by Mr. Hoar as to whether 
he implied that he (Hoar) had said what 
was not true. Mr. Brown denied any 
intention of mistaking the senator’s re 
marks, and good humor was restored by 
Mr. Beck’s simulated fear that the senate 
would lose both the senators from Georgia 
The senate soon afterwards adjourned uutis 
Monday.

THE TIGERS OREW 


FEARFUL SUFFERING, 


EXPERIENCE 


visions Give Out—Subsisting on the Cap- 
tain'’s Dog and Their Boots and 
Shoes—Awfal Alternative. 


New York, April 14 —On last Friday the 
steamship Nebo of Sunderland, Eog!land, 
Captain John R Gordon, from Rio Janeiro, 
which arrived here last Monday, sighted « 
bark makingsignalsof distress, She stopped 
and waited for a boat from the bark, which 
proved to be ihe Tiger, Captain Krieger, a 
German Vessel laden with salt, ¢ hundred 
and twenty five days out from Liverpow! 
and bound for Baltimore. The crew had 
been for many days without water or food 
and were in a starving condition. The three 
menin the boat which puiled toward the 
Nebo were the captain, mate and boatewain, 
of the German bark. All three were greatly 
excited and were exhausted. When at 
length they brought their Little craft along- 
side they were too weak to mount unaided 
the ladder which wes lowered to them. 
Two of them—the captain and the mate— 
were assisted over the side of the Nebo. 
The third, the boatswain, a man advanced 
boat, incapable of “sablon Ke —t- a 
necessary to board the steamer. As the 
boat approached, Captain Gordon had called 
out, asking what wasthe matter. In an- 
swer the shaggy skin of a dog was waved, a 
bucket was held up and a voice ie- 
plied: “We're starving!’ When the 
captain and the mate of the Tiger 
came ou board it was learned that the erew 
of the German bark had been for nine days 
without water, and that a month previous 
nothing had been left to them in the way 


which they had soaked in water and eaten 


tain, mate and eleven men. Eight days 
previously they had killed the captain’s 
Newfoundland dog. Thisthad lasted as food 
for three days.

Seaman James Oliver, an Englishman and 
a rugged tar fifty years of age, was seut back 
in the boat with a bag of bread, a tierce of 
beef, fifty gallons of water, cans of bouillon, 
soups and meats, peas, beans, butter and 
lard—altogether about a month’s stores— 
and started off. When we came up to the 
Tiger, said Oliver, 
hanging over the side, 
youngest, who had pegged out and laid up 
or a week, were out with the 
rest. The mate went up first, | 
pushing him. He held on to the ladder 
with his hands, and -munched on a cracker 
which he heldin his mouth. Three or four 
of the men made a grab at the cracker, and 
one of the three sick men gotit. I shoved 
up the bag of breac after the mate. It 
must have weighed seventy or eighty 
pounds. They ail! reached out to get it and 
being eager and clumsy they missed 
it and it was near falling over 
board. They set up a howl but 
I caught it, One piece fell out into the 
bottom of the boat and got wet and dirty.

All the provisions being got on board 
they were locked up in the cabin by the 
mate and rations were served out. 
Edward Haberiand, one of the crew of the 
Nebo, a German, says that the mate of the 
Tiger told him that on Thursday, the day 
before the bark fell in with the steamer, 
Captain Krieger, addressing the crew, said 
that he would kill himself. ‘‘Boys,” hesaid, 
‘‘we can’t stand this much longer, and to 
save you all I am willing todie.’’ He held 
his revolver in his band as he spoke. The 
mate dissuaded him from his evident deter- 
mination, pleading with him to wait andsee 
what another day would bring. The cap 
tain’s Newfoundiand dog, a pet of his mas 
ter, had succumbed to the lack of food 
seven days before the bark fejl in with the 
Nebo. Fearing that the animal would die, 
the crew had asked permission of the cap- 
tain to kill him, and he had reluctantly 
given his consent.

staies. The fact that the Georgia road 
has joined the procession is not alaruring 


nany respect. On the other hand, we 
see great good inthe change. It has put 
into the pockets of Georgians who owned 
Georgia or Central stock, a larze sum 
of money, most of which will seek in- 
vestment in the state. Then again 
the lease of the Georgia road has brought 
about a strong combination to sates | 
the threatened interests of the south 
Atiantic ports—of Charleston, Port 
loyal, Savannah, and even of Brunswick. 
Georgia is deeply interested in the 
preeperity of her great port, and she now 
has a reasonable assurance that it wil! 
not be sealed up to advance the interests 
of Norfolk or any other port. For, dis- 
wuise the fact as they may, the Richmond 
and Danville people are unquestionably 
imterested in lessening the business of 
the south Atlantic ports and in increasing 
the business of Norfolk and Richmond. 
‘The new Augusta alliance is, therefore, a 
guarantee that Georgia should regard 
with a favorabie eve. 

But let it' mot be thought that the 
Richmend and Danville combination is 
wholly bad—not by any means. We 
are glad that ks lines touch 
both Atlanta and Augusta, and 
especialiy Atianta. It has a broad and 
inviting field without interfering with 
the territory naturally tributary to the 
south Atlantic ports. It may gather in 
the East Tennessee road, or better.still it 
may.build the Georgia Western, and thus 
«rain not only the central south, but the 
trans-Mississippi coantry as well. In-

His remarks to a Macon re- 
porter, instead of showing that the com- 
mission law will operate to prevent the 
building of the Macon and _ Bruns- 
wick extension, simply raise the 
question whether Mr. Wilson purchased 
‘he Macon and Brunswick railroad in 
zood faith. To this may be added the 
fact that the people will suffer no hard- 
ship should the Macon and Brunswick 
railroad revert to the state. The price at 
which it was sold is ridiculously out of 
proportion to its present value, and its 
forced sale at a period when railroad 
values had not adjusted themselves to 
the fenewed prosperity of the country 
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is that Mr. Wilson’s 
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Our understanding 
company has never held a meeting, and 
it bas therefore been impossible for 
them to discuss or consider the pro- 
priety or the necessity of carrying out 
their contract with the state. If under 
these circumstances, our Savannah con- 
temporary cannot perceive that it is 
ridiculous to quote Mr. Wilson’s opinion 
in regard to the effect of the commission 
upon railroad interests, it would be use- 
less to elaborate the argument. We ven- 
ture to say that Mr. Wilson will not offer 
the commission as an excuse for his fail- 
ure to comply with the condition of his 
purchase when the state authorities take 
his company in hand.

It is an 
admission that the ecbject of the law 
under which the commission was organ- 
ized has been attained; it isan admission 
that the law is neither obstructive nor 
oppressive. Our Savannah contempo- 
rary saysthat the present prosperity of 
the railroads is “not because of the com- 


“sion.” 
all imaginary evils attributed by our 


railroads. When all the 
favorable the roads are as prosperous as 
theyever were. It must follow, there- 
fore, that the commission does not have 
a tendency to prevent their prosperity or 
to prevent an increase in the value of 
their stocks. The object of the commis- 
sion is to regulate rates so as to prevent 
discriminations against persons and 
places. Weclaim that the commission 
does this without affecting the prosperity 
of the roads in any way. The Savannah 
News, on the contrary claims that, under 
the law, the business of the roads “is run 
“for them by three outside individuals,” 
and if this is the case it is a little diifi- 
cult to understand how the railroads 
can be prosperous “in spite of the com- 
“mission.’”” We must leave our contem- 
porary to reconcile its own differences, 
but, in the meantime, we most cordially 
agree with it that the roads are prosper- 
ous and their stocks increasing in value 
notwithstanding “their business is run 
“for them by three outside individuals.,”’ 
The whole extract which we have 
quoted above shows that the objections 
of the Savannah News to the commission 
are wholly imaginary.

A government, to afford the needful 
protection and exercise proper care for the welfare 
of a people. must have homogeneity in its con- 
stituents. It is this neces ity which has divided 
the human race into separate nations, and finally 
has defeated the ~ ge efforts which conquerors 
have made to give unlimited extent t» their 
domain. When our fathers distolved their con-: 
nection with Great Britain by declaring them 
selves free and independent states they constituted 
thirteen separate communities, and were careful 
to assert and preserve, each for itself, its sover- 
eignty and jurisdiction. 

Atatime when the minds of men are straying 
far from the lessons our fatheis taught it s 2m: 
proper and well to recur '9 the original pnncivies 
on which the system of government they devised 
was founded. The eteiaal truths which they 
announced the rights which they declared 

‘unalienable’ are the foundatiun stone on which 
rests the vindication of the confederate cause.

That such opinions should find 
adherents in our day may be attributable tothe 
paturallaw of axgregation, surely not fo a 
conscientious regard for the terms of the compac;

JOHNSTON, LEE, JACKSON. 

The following references to the three 
leading confederate generals do not of 
coursé comprise Mr. Davis's eummary of 
his judgment upon them, bat they are 
characteristic of the men themselves. 

Wen General Albert Sidney John:ton reach< d 
. Richmond he cillec upon me and for several days 
at varions intervals we conversed with the free- 
dom and confidence belonging to the close friend- 
ship which had existed between us for many 
ears Consequent upon a remark y me, 
he asked to what duty I would assign him, and 
when answered fo serve in the west, he ex presse! 
his pleasure at service in that section, but 
inquired] how he Wasto raise his commend, and 
fer the first time learned that he had been 
nominated and confirmed as a geueral in the 
army of the confederacy. 

The third, General kobert E Lee, had been 

commissioned by the state of Virginia as major 
geueral aud commander ofherarmy. When the 
army was trausferred, » fter the accession of Vir- 
ginia to the confederate states, he was nomipated 
w be brigadier general in ihe confederate army. 
but was Jett, for obvious reasons, in command o 
the forces in Virginia After the seat of govern- 
ment was removed irom Montgomery to Rich- 
mond the course of events on the southern 
Atiantic coast induced me to direct General Lee 
to repair thither. Before leaving he said 
that while he wes serving in Vi - 
he bad never thought it needful to inquire a 
bis rank, but now, when about te go into ones 
states and meet officers with whom he had not 
heen previuusls connected, he would like to be 
informed upon that point. Under recent laws 
authorizing a to higher grades than 
that of his oy ares he had beeu appointed 
a full general; butso wholly had heart and 
mind been cons @ a ed to the public service "hit 
he had not remembered, if he ever knew, of his 
advancement. 

in November, 1861, reports became current that 
the ebpemy was concentrating troops west of 
the valley of the Shenandoah with a view to a 
descent upon it, The vigilant, enterprising and 
patriotic soldier, General T. J. Jackson, whose 
seadiness under fire at the battle of Manassas 
had procured for him the sobriquet of -‘Stone- 
wall,”’ was then on duty as district commander

He wasa West Virginian: and, though he had 
not acquired the fame which subseq

intense 7 anxious to guard his beloved 
mountains of Virginia. This, stimulating his 
devotion to the general welfare of the confeder- 
acy, induced him to desire to march against the 
enemy who had captured Romney. On the 20th 
of November. i861, he wrote to the war depart- 
ment, proposing an expedition to Romney, in 
western Virginia. It was decided to adopt bis 
proposition, indorsed by the commander of oe
